MERE live now, and. have from their Birth in- our 
_ Town, a Maa and his Sifter, each about 50 Years 
Old, neither of which have the leatl fenfe of Hearing^ 
they both live by their daily Labour, yet both thefe 
Perfons know by the motion of the Lips only; whatever 
is (aid to them, and v^iil anfwer pertinendy to the Qiie- 
ftion propofed to them of any thing wiihin their Capa- 
city, and are both very intelligent, as far ascan be ex- 
pected from their Education, 1 remember fever al Yea^s 
fioce, MxSolfon the Mathematical Mafter, coming tofce 
me, this Man was then working in the Garden 5 and 
Mr. (0lfin and I ftanding clofe together, I took an op- 
portiiDity when the Fellow look d on me, to ask him 
fome Queftion or other, which he readily underftood, 
and anfwer 'd according to it 3 tho Mr. Colfon that ftood 
by me heard me fay nothing, the Fellow underftanding 
itDoly by the motion of the Mouth, fo that you need 
only Whirper,provided the Lips and Mouth be but moved 
as they ought, and you do not fpeak toofaft. I many 
Years fince inquired of his Mother, who has been long 
lincc dead, as to their Deafnefs 5 andihe told me, they 
could Hear very well and Speak when they were Chil. 
dren., but both loft thatScnfe afterwards, which makes 
them retain their Speech : Thothat^ to Perfbns nat is(ed 
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m th^m^ is a iittle uncouth and odd, but inteliigible 
ciioiigli, efpecially the Mans. They were not Twin^^ 
arid I knew three Brothers of the fame Parents, that had 
their Hearing as well as any Perfons whatever.

DAftiel Frafer, a Native of Straharfg, fome fix Mik% 
from Inwernefi^ continued Deaf and Dumb from 
his Birth, till the feventeenth Year of his Age. Thie 
Countefs of CmwprS kept him in her Family for the 
{pace of eight c r nine Years : After feventeen Years ht 
was taken ill of a violent Fever, but being let Blood his 
Fever abated, and had not its Natural Coorfe .-About 
five or fix Months after, he contrafted a Fever again, 
and had no Blood drawn from him, and this went oo 
with its Natural Conrfe. Some Weeks after bis recovery 
he perceived a raotioti in his Brain ^ which was v#ry oft- 
eafie to him, and afterwards he began to Hear, and in 
proccfs of time to underftand Speech ^this naturally di{« 
pos'd him to imitate othtrij and attempt to Speak : The 
Servants were much amaz d to hear him, and foroe nio 
away ^ he was not underilood diftinftly for the fpace of 
fome Weeks 5 he is underftood now tolerably well, tho 
he yet retains the Highland Accenttts Highlanders do wha 
ate advanced to his Years before they learn the Emglipb 
Tongue : he can fpeakno Irif)^ for it was in th^.L^m-Ldrnds 
of ScQtlmd that he firft heard and fpoke • He continues 
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
